But to some of them 
went the honor of greeting the new 
year in the moat unique manner In 
the city—from the inside of gas 
masks. 

The three companies, led by Fire 
Chief Alex Munroe, were mucb too 
busy to notice the passing of mid¬ 
night. December 31. 1838. They were 
engaged In fighting what the chief 
described as- a--"-nasty--li t t l e fir e- ” in 
the basement of Allen’s second-hand 
store. 883 Johnson Street. 

All the damage that the fire did 
amounted to less than 830, but It 
gave the firefighters a lot of trouble. 
Chief causes were a number of sec¬ 
ond-hand auto tires, which burned 
with choking fumes. A quantity of 
Second-hand goods received slight 
damage In the blase, and a few of 
the beams of the basement ceiUng 
were charred. 

The call to the fire waa turned In 
1st 11 04 p.m. and the firemen were on 
the spot until weU Into 1837.

Pair of Thieves Take $3,200 
in Liquor Store Robbery 
Over Holiday 


The result of Dlggon-Hlbben's cal¬ 
culation contest, which closed on J 
Ch«stmaa Eve. has Just been an- { 
nounced. Contestants had been re- j 
quired to calculate the weight of a 
quantity of metal printing Type in a 
sealed glaaa container, which was on i 
view in Dlggon-Hlbben’s window dur- I 
ing the period of the contest. 

Since the cloee of the conteet the 
printing type has been weighed care¬ 
fully under the supervision of neutral 
Judges, who certified It to weigh ex¬ 
actly 82 pounds 24 ounces. Examina¬ 
tion of the entries, of which there 
were thousands, was a formidable 
task. To circumvent the possibility | 
of error the entire batch of entries 
was gone over several time*, each be¬ 
ing carefully scrutinized. 

No contestant succeeded In giving 
the correct weight, but five submit¬ 
ted calculations within half an ounce 
of It. These met In Dlggon-Hlbben's 
store on New Year’* Eve and agreed 
on a method of allocating the prlaes 
of which the chief was a 1837 model 
all-wave Westinghouse radio, the 
other prizes being three all-metal 
card tables. 

Aa there were five tied contestants 
H. M. Diggon added a fourth card 
table, thus Insuring that each would 
have a prize.

The Spanish question was tempo¬ 
rarily relegated to ths background 
here before the importance of Hitler's 
call for co-operation toward achlev- 
ment of Germany's Four-year Flan.

THANKED FOR SUPPORT 

"I thank you for having faithfully 
done your duty. Follow again In 1687 
the eternal slogan—'All far Oer¬ 
many I' * 

Germany must now, consecrate Its 
energy to a fight to the finish against 
the economic handicaps, he said. "In 
the course of the next four years, the 
Oemisn people, freed politically from 
ths chains of the Versailles Treaty, 
will equally break the economic 
chain*," he predicted. "Stronger than 
In the past, we will meet the future 
tasks Incumbent on-us." 

Th# Fuehrer again pledged the 
Reich to a death struggle against 
Communism, asserting. "Oermany al¬ 
ways will be a bulwark of European 
culture and civilisation against the 
Bolshevik enemy of humanity."

pICKING A JOKE to pieces to are what makes 
it tick 1* usually • dreary business. Literature 
contains lew drier books than those solemn 
treatises which inquire into the nature of wit and 
humor.

Nuts, says Mr Eastman. Who laughs the most 
readily and heartily? a very small child, of 
course Why does he laugh'' Because he has the 
spirit of playfulness—the mental or emotional 
attitude in which one la ^eady to take things 
In fun. And that, says Mr Eastman, is the whole 
answer. 

So his book makes pleasant reading On# 
thing that make* it so Is the fact that he quotes 
over and over again from the humorous writings 
of person* like Mark Twain. Artemua Ward. Josh 
Billings. James Thurber. Robert Benchley. and 
Ring Lardner. * 

To be sure. h« occasionally slips into the pit 
of unfunnineas. in his analyses of their Jokes; but 
he doe* it consciously, and in the mam his book 
is that great rarity — a discussion of humor by a 
man who knows what humor really is.

Miss Rourke tries to explain the amasing com¬ 
bination of artist and scMnust in a simple Ameri¬ 
can frontiersman by the strange suggestion vhst, 
owing to certain mysteries and coincidenesa. ha 
may havs been the Dauphin of Prance, sent to 
America at the time of the French Revolution 

However all that may be. Audubon is an in tar- 
sating character. He was the first to paint birds 
against this natural background, in a variety of 
natural attitudes. But more th an that, he was 
not content with omy c~ faithful portrsyu at uir 
bird. 

He added gay designs of leaves, a spray of 
flowers, delicate tendrila of a vine r-always a pat¬ 
tern, yet true to the most minute vein on the 
palest petal. In other words, he made an art of 

ornithology. 

Like all true artiste. Audubon overflowed with 
seat. On# wonders how he found time to support 
a family; to spend, before dawn, long hours of 
patient silence, watching his birds in woods from 
Labrador to the Keys of Florida, from Kentucky 
to Louisiana; to paint with the most exquisite 
care, and to live, withal, a very merry life. 

There waa plenty of adventure In thoee earlv 
frontier day* Keeper of a little store in Hender¬ 
son. Ky . Audubon made friends of ail who passed 
his wsy—from old Daniel Boone and the Indians 
to Alexander Wilson, the Scottish ornithologist, 
and Raflnesque, the queer French naturalist. 

Lstcr. he knew the society life of Philadelphia 
and New Orleans, and was lionized, after an ex¬ 
hibition of his paintings in the Royal Institute, ir 
both Edinburgh and London. Christopher North 
of Blackwell's loved to talk with him the whole 
night through. Sir Walter 8cott admired his sim¬ 
plicity. 

Mis# Rourke. having studied all the Audubon 
tradition carefully, gives a good Ides of early 
frontier life, but becomes increasingly absorbed in 
the personality which glowed through his achieve¬ 
ments. . 


Is Prison to Punish, 
Warn, or Reform? 


Childrens’ ^(Joks Mariner’s Adventures 


W«AT IS A PRISON FOR? Is it supposed to 
punish people who have erred; provide ap 
effective warning for those who have not erred 
but might; or redeem sinners and fit them for 
useful places In society? 

The argument over those questions is old and 
bitter. Sanford Bairs. U.8 director of prisons, 
discusses the problem intelligently from the 
depths of a rich experience In "Prisons and Be¬ 
yond" (Macmillan). 

Mr. Bates secs no reaeoh why a prison should 
not be all the thing* mentioned in the first 
paragraph At present, he aays. our prison system 
falls short In almost every respect. 

It is all that tefurmer* havqngud it is But he 
can foresee a day in which society can do an in¬ 
finitely better Job of protecting itself, can do It 
more humanely, and can refit most of its crim¬ 
inals for law-abiding careers 

"Can we," he ask*, "improve our prisons and 
yet deter the potential criminal? I believe we can. 

“While our new system is to be built around 
the concept that all its prisoners must b« returned 
to society, and that society is not protected un¬ 
less they are returned more efficient, mors honest, 
and leas criminal than when they went in . . such 
punishment need not lose it* deterrent value " 

Mr Bates write# feslingly about the import¬ 
ance of parole end probation systems, and those 
who complain that the parole system has broken 
down are urged to read his book and learn their 
mistake. 

Altogether, he provide* a sane and progressive 
diaruMion of the prison problem end give# an 
outline of the reform* which could make the sys¬ 
tem mors effective in every wsy.

Marjorie Medary, the author, lived on the 
prairie as a child, and only saw the .sea when sne 
waa grown up The island of Grand Manon. at 
the mouth of the Bay of Fundy. waa a revelation 
to her This island u inhabited by some 3.000 
Canadians, who earn a Hung chiefly through the 
herring industry. Tha gulls are every where, over 
harbor and lish-bosta, or in sedate rows, watching 
the world with their usual look of alertnes* and 
wisdom. 

Before she started her book, the author 
Yatched the guUs at Orand Manon and at N* v 
York Harbor for many weeks. Then site weht to 
museums and libraries, for research was necessary 
for facts about migration, mating* and winter 
habits. 

With her facta assembled she wrote thu book, 
which gives a great deal of information about 
gulls. but sUil keeps the appearance of fletiou. She 
has caught live atmosphere of Orand Manon. and 
given Topgallant and his brother* and aisters

This 
one picks the threads up si 1 ftIJ. or thereabout, 
when she opened a salon in New Tort and went 
in for being a pal of famous people. 

The famous people did flock around. In this 
book you will meet such folk as John Reed. 
Walter Llppmann. various Hapgoods Lincoln 
8i«-rrena. Isadora Duncan. Emma Goldman. s»>d 
others too numerous to mention. 

Mr* Luhan acted as a catalytic agent on all 
these people. The force and charm of her person¬ 
ality brought them out. caused them to expapd. 
enriched their liver, and helped them to express 
themselves. She admits It. 

And somehow, reading her account of these 
people, one feta the impression that the young 
intellectuals of America In those days weren’t 
quite bright They all sound unendurahly arty, 
self-conscious, stilted, and ineffectual 

Since many of them quite obviously were not 
these things there must be something out of 
whack with the medtom through which they are 
presented.

John Nicol was a Scot wtio grew up in the 
latter half of the eighteenth century and who 
was bitten when young by \he urge to go to far 
places and see strange countries. He became « 
sailor end stuck to hi* calling for more than 
twenty-five years, circumnavigating the globe 
twice fighting'’in two wars, and returning at last 
to die in dignified 'poverty in Scotland. 

His book was published in the early 1800 » and 
was promptly forgotten Mr. Laing. holding it a 
work in the great tradition of English prose, has 
dug it up. edited it. and'provided it with a preface 
and an afterward. Gordon Orant has contributed 
some 1 first-rate sketches, and the result is a hand¬ 
some and interesting book. 

That it can stand beside Melville and Dana 
one doubts. It i»* nevertheless, fine stuff John 
Nicol wrote with s frank, unvarnished directness 
of the things he did and saw. and he did end saw 
plenty. , 

He fought Yankee privateers In the American 
revolution, traded for furs on the west coast, sailed 
twice to China, helped carry a load of female 
convicts to Australis, and served for seven years 
in the Napoleonic wars 

If you care at all for chronicles of the sea 
written from the viewpoint of the common aailor, 
you cannot go wrong on this one. 

German Inflation 
Horrors Revealed 

TW POST-WAR inflation in Oermany is re¬ 
vealed In all its horror lq The War Ooea On." 
by Sholem Aach. It is a dark and melancholy 
picture composed of almost equal part* of human 
lUfTHing, dlUdbhesB and rascality 

M r. Aach t ell* hia story by follow ing the li ves 
of- half t doseu or so assorted individuals, mostly 
Jewish. He confines himself to a few months 
when the Inflation was at Its height, but two 
long shadows fall across his pages- the shadow 
of the u*r. which had so recently ended, and. the 
shadow of the Hitler dictatorship, which was so 
soon to come. 

And he suggests that Germany's wos came 
primarily from the fact that the revolution of 
1918 was not really a revolution at all. The claaa 
that had ruled end ruined Oermany was not 
overthrown; It simply lit out to save its neck, 
and whan the smoke cleared away it crept back, 
to go on doing business at the same old stand. 

Only the surface of things had changed. There 
had been no new deal.

This present-, tpe Bible as a book lu great 
pn*sages ar* 'no -i >nger split into short, irregular 
verses. There is but one column of type—large 
type, too to a 4>agf. The "begata" and the legal 
complexities of such book* os Leviticus have been 
omitted. Poetry' i* printed as poetry, drama as. 
drams, prose as prose. Spelling and punctuation 
have been modt-rni/ed 

The effecj i* startling. You rediscover what 
the critics have always tried ,to tell you—that 
even tf you are the greatest agnostic alive, the 
Bible is a rich treasure house of supremely great 
Htrrstur^. infinitely worth reading for its sheer 
beauty and power.

QNE MAY not find anywhere a more graphic 
first-hand pinure of s great dictator being 
whittled, down to his right size than la contained 

In "No Peace With Napoleon!” second volume of 
the memoirs of General de Caulalnoourt. 

General de .Caulalncourt \ — Napoleon a foreign 
secretary during the months between the catas¬ 
trophe at Lelpsig and the abdication at Fontain- 
bleuu, in 1814. This volume cover* the brief weeks 
between the allied occupancy of Paris and the 
signing of the abdication; it shows the great 
Napoleon In a trap, desperataly hunting for a way 
of escape, finding none, seeing his power slip away 
from him hour by hour and giving up at last in 
ignominious surrender. 

It was a near thing at that Caulalncourt 
point* wot that Nspbleon still had an army, even 
after Paris had fallen. He was preparing to move 
energetically, and might yet have saved the day— 
but at the critical moment hia moat trusted corps 
commander. Marmont. went over to the enemy 
and took hia corps with him. The treachery left 
Napoleon defenceless, he dould do nothing but 
sign on the dotted line 

He used eTery expedient to avert hia fat*. He 
even took poison, and. on what he believed to be 
his deathbed, discussed with Caulalncourt the 
probable fate of the Bourbons who were to be 
reinstated on tbe French throne. "If they are 
wise." he remarked, "they will change nothing but 
the sheets on my bed " 

But he could not die Hia system threw off the 
poison; against his will he recovered, to sign tbs 
document that sent him. discredited, to Elba 
And Caulalncourt has got it all down in a book 
which makes most fascinating reading.

What thU pathetic diary does u show how 
the madness came and what it fait like 

Nijinsky reveals himself as a simple soul m 
the best sense of the word. The war’s horror 
struck his simple, friendly soul with deadly force. 
He had to suffer for all the other people who were 
suffering, and it destroyed him. 

He cared nothing for money, but be had to 
scheme for money to keep alive.

WAYS OF THE WEATHER—High Winds 

“Am (sat MM the wind P 

That used to be a common saying, but we do not hear it so often now¬ 
adays. Ws have motor cars which go faster than most winds, and airplanes 
can travel mors miles in a certain time than a tornado. 

Weather men have a scale by which winds are named by their speeds. In 
l “light breexe." the air moves up to thirteen mites per hour. A “fresh 
breeze may travel twenty-eight miles per hour. A "fresh gale" rushes frctn 
forty-one to forty-eight miles per hour. Air moving seventy-five miles per 
hour means a “storm." and ninety miles per hour means a "hurricane.” 

Ninety miles per hour is by no 
means the highest speed. In moun¬ 
tain regions the wind may go much 
faster. A mountain wind of 178 
miles per hour was recorded in 1878. 

That was a good speed, but tarn In 
airplanes can travel much faster than 
that. 

In the heart of a tornado, air 
may move faster than any plane has 
traveled so far. We do not have 
esact records, but it is believed that 
the air whirls at the rate of close to 
600 miles per hour. In that case, 
however, it goes round and round, 
not on a straight path. The actual 
forward speed of a "twister" is often 
no more than twenty or thirty miles 
per hour. 

Most tornadoes come during late 
winter, spring act* early summer. In 
prairie regions they give warning. 

Clouds gather above and let down a 
part which hnngs> toward the ground. 

The hanging part is most often of

The Clouds are greenish, purple or coal black, sometimes mixed with grey 
or white. They may be seen at a distance of many miles. The parts near the 
ground whirl at terrific speed, but people in automobiles can drive fast 
enough to escape the oncoming mass. 

Many prairie hosnerhsve “cyclone cellars - When these have strong roots, 
they give people safe places to get out of reach of the wind. The better ones 
are at a little distance from the dwellings; s house struck by a tornado may 
•atch Tire, and that Is on* reason Why a cyclone cellar is safer if it Is not 
tight under ths house.

It may seem hard to believe that fish could come to a town in that man¬ 
ner, but the same sort of thing has happened in many places, all within close 
rang# of a body of water. The fish have not been living In the sky. but have 
been swept up there by high winds, and then have-fallen. 

The wind which sometimes scoop up fish from the sea are those which 
go with “waterspouts.” Massed clouds send down arms which touch the 
water. The "arms" are of the same nature as those of tornadoes. They cause 
klr near the water to whirl at great speed, and this may lift up a good deal 
•f the water, along with fish. Tbs water and fish msy be carried over nearby 
land before falling. 

Old-time sailors were In fear of 
waterspouts, faring one or more of 
them within range of their selling 
Ti n s e ls, they - tried- a l l •s ort s of wey-t 
to keep off the danger. Sometimes 
they “cut the eir” with a black- 
htndled knife, after reading the 
Gospel of 8t. John. In other cases 
they fired a cannon at the epottts. An 
Knglish captain of early day* wrote: 

"Men at sea. when they see s 
■pout coming—sometimes fire shot 
out of, their great guns into It, to 
give it air or vent, so that It may 
break. But I did not ever hear that 
it proved of any benefit." 

Other seamen thought that firing 
cannon was really helpful, for the 
spouts seemed to break down soon 
afterward. This may be explained by 
the fast that waterspouts, even when 
left alone, are likely to die down in

The number of horses Increased in 
Quebec, Manitoba and British Colum¬ 
bia but was counterbalanced by alight 
decreases In the marlt.me provinces 
and larger decreases In Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, making a total decrease 
for Canada of 12,737. 

The total number of cattle for Can¬ 
ada decreased by 1 . 000 , although In¬ 
creases were registered In Quebec. On¬ 
tario. Saskatchewan and British Co¬ 
lumbia. Sheep, despite increases 
registered In Nova Scotia. Alberta and 
British Columbia, showed a total de¬ 
crease for Canada of 29.000. 

Hogs Increased In all the provinces, 
making a total Increase for Canada 
oyer 1935 of 589.400 Hens and chickens 
increased by 2.654.100. but the net 
lnc^rvaae ln all pouUry lu Canada la.

JLLU8TRATION STATIONS In Can¬

A notably distinctive honor was re¬ 
cently conferred on Dr H- H. Guseow. 
Ottawa, Dominion botanist. Experi¬ 
mental Farms Branch. Dominion De- . 
partment of Agriculture, when he was 
presented with the diploma of the 
Imperial German Academy of Natural 
Sciences. Art and Medicine. In recog- j 
nltion of his long and dptlngulshrd j 
work In the realm of botanical science. , 
The presentation was made in behalf 
of the Academy by Ludwig Kcmpff, 
Consul Oeneral for Germany, who 
made a special trip from Montreal for 
the occasion. 

In presenting the diploma. Mr 
Kempff said that It was swarded by 
the academy In recognition of Dr. 
GuasoWs contributions in the field 
of botanical research work. In Ger¬ 
many. Mr Kempff explained, the Do¬ 
minion botanist is regarded as a 
distinguished scientist 

In reply. Dr. Ouseow said be deeply 
appreciated the distinctive honOr of 
being awarded the diploma of the 
Oerman Academy of Natural Re¬ 
search. which was founded In 1652 
He was pleased to be a member of 
such an old and notable institution, 
and to be associated with such com¬ 
pany as Thomas Henry Huxley.

The selling season for fertilisers la I 
approaching again, and farmers will | 
be called upon to choose from the J 
lists of the salesmen. Choosing fer- I

quirements Is less difficult than It' 
used to. be before the -provincial fer¬ 
tiliser councils were established. Most 
atf the provinces have set up throe, 
councils in recent years primarily for , 
the purpose of making fertiliser 
recommendations, after studying all | 
available experimental data. These, 
recommendations may be obtained 
free and if followed properly will give • 
satisfaction.

In the papers an abbreviated "obituary" note 
on the drama page told the news in two succinct 
lines: " ‘Bogey Man’ ended it* run at tbe Blank 
Theatre last night." 

Indeed, the life of any show—big or small- 
can be snuffed out In half an hour. And with it. 
the dream of years, the destinies of scorss of 
p~pi« . . 

For ths backstage story of a Broadway show is 
not as simple as the talkie that Is ground out 
practically overnight. A producer often spends 
five years with a script before he Is reedy to put 
It on the stage. An author may have spent five 
years writing it. And the acton and actresses wno 
are hired for the parts may havs spent live years 
waiting to play in It. 

And probably tbe greatest problem of all Is 
obtaining the bankroll. For even after a producer 
has his play, his cast and his scenic designer, he 
must hie himself to s Job of super-salesmanship. 
Part of his responsibility la gaining access to th* 
ateliers of Wall 8treet tycoons. Park Avenue salons 
and movie magnates' inner sanctums Or into 
any crevice where a prospective “angel" might be 
hidden. 

This la more often than not an agonising 
proc ess , consuming time and effort. 1 know a 
forlorn manager who owns a script, has tentatively 
hired the players and who bn been trying to get 
the bankroll for four years. 

And finally, by hook or crook, the play la pre¬ 
sented on the Broadway boards and la given the 
cold stare by tbe critics. Tbe closing notice goes 
up. And the producer who has waited and tolled 
for years has only a sheaf of unpaid bills and a 
warehouse receipt to show ter It. The ingenue 
who had been lingering, poor aa s church mouse, 
for the Job at a nearby boarding house, gathers 
up a pay-cheque and waits for the west. Th* 
author invests his meagre royalties In a bottle at 
forgetfulness. 

None of them will be heard from again for 
another spell of years. And. Broadway says, tbe 
odds are twenty to one It will be the same story
